16.— Two 
aviators, J 
W illiam R. Badger of Pittsburg and 
St. Croix Johnstone of Chicago, both 
young men, lost their lives at the in­ 
ternational aviation meet here. 
In dy­ 
ing both revealed the frailty of the 
craft in which the two score more 
aviators 
were 
curving 
and 
gliding 
about in the air, with scarcely a pause 
for the deaths of their contemporaries. 
Death in both cases was due to un­ 
explained accidents, probably the re­ 
sults of unsuspected defects in the 
mechanism of the machines, and was 
In no way caused by cart lessness or 
lack of res]K>nsibility of the drivers. 
Badger, a wealthy youth, careened 
to his death in a pit in the aviation 
field. 
There had been a flaw in one 
of the wings of tho propeller of the 
Baldwin machine he drove. 
C entrifu­ 
gal force broke the propeller and up­ 
set the delicate equilibrium of the ma­ 
chine and Badger dash* d IOO feet tc 
the bottom of the pit, his neck being 
broken 


Johnstone Falls 500 Feet. 


Johnston* fell .IOO feet under his en­ 
gine and was drowned, as the result 
of 
an 
equally 
Unexpected 
defect. 
Caught under the heavy engine in the 
Moisant 
monoplane 
he 
was carried 
deep into I.ak** Michigan and his body 
was not brought to the surface until 
an hour later. 
Badger lived for three-quarters of an 
hour after 
he 
had 
been extricated 
from the remains of his machine. 
II* 
did 
not 
recover 
consciousness 
and 
died almost at 
once after 
he had 
reached a hospital. 
His death v\„s 
the first serious accident of the meet, 
although thirty-five flyers have dipped 
and glided here for three days, 
e x ­ 
perts say 
several 
sim ilar accidents 
have been narrowly averted. 
Badger flew purely as an amateur 
H e form* rlv drove racing automobi'es. 
He was the stepson of John Goettman 
of Pittsburg and was twenty-five years 
old. 
He possessed 
an 
independent 
fortune and gratified a well develop! d 
speed mania. 


Probable Flaw in Mechanism. 


Johnstone's accident was due, ac­ 
cording to expert aviators, to a sim i­ 
lar unsuspected flaw in the fneclym- 
ism of his monoplane. 
Just what i* 
was probably never will be known, as 
tile engine is deep in the lake and tile 
wood and canvas of the plane were 
broken, and sc attered by the tremen­ 
dous impact with the surface of the 
water. 
Johnstone’s 
actual 
fall 
was 
wit 
nessed by his young wife, although 
it was not until half an hour later that 
she was informed of his death. 
U k e Badger, Johnstone flew as an 
amateur. 
His father, however, had re­ 
fused to buy him an aeroplane. 
Jo h n ­ 
stone, who was twenty-six years old 
and ambitious, started to build one 
and went to France, where he entered 
the Drexel school of aviation. He then 
went 
to 
the 
Bleriot 
school 
and 
learned to fly. 
A fter learning to fly in France Jo h n ­ 
stone went to Havana, where he was 
the first to fly over the city. 
He 
gained a record when he was the first. 
to fly around the wreck of the battle­ 
ship Maine. 
He returned to the U n it­ 
ed States late in the spring and was 
immediately engaged by Alfred Moi­ 
sant and 
had since been 
with the 
group of French aviators.
